Although Ln the grips of a 
world war, the people of other 
nations followed the battle of 
these two great athletes with 
real interest, 

In 1944 Andersson took the 
lead by clocking 4 min. 16 
sec. But the following year

Just when {t seemed that the 
Four-Minute. Mile was 
thelr grasp, thelr progress was 
brought to'an abrupt stop when 
the Swedish athletic authorities 
‘banned = them. for - profes- 
sionalism, :
